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INDUSTRIAL INSURANCE 


• 
The announced plans of the Steel and 


Harvester corporations for industrial in- 
surance of their employes have naturally 
nttraeted attention. These plans are the 
iidvance heralds of state legislation, and 
in state legislation Wisconsin is certain 
to assume a pronounced lead. But it 
should be understood that, these two con- 
cerns are great institution.-, possessing 
'immense stocks of assets and liquidable 
securities as well as cash, and can readi- 
ly, as both have informed the public, 
piy on demand. 
But thousands of much 


smaller organizations exist where lives 
limy be lost and accidents occur not end- 
•ing fatally that are unable to pay these 
benefit duties, and it has been suggested 
thnt the state should on its own account 
assume a proportion of liability sinee it 
is the industrial worker^ who in fact 
build up the state. Or in other words it 
is a duty society owes to itself to care 
for those injured and fii'mlics of the kill- 
ed, who arc its main props and ereatiu: 
factors. 
This support might bo arrang- 


ed sn that remuneration by the stale 
would be according to the capital and 
business done by employers, cither in- 
corporated or ordinary firms. 
.It 
mu*t 


be obvious that onr numerous great cor- 
porations, some of whom we call trusts, 
«re abundantly able to pay even more 
-liberally than announced. 
But the thoti- 


'piinds of ordinary corporations doing a 
medium business and of small capital are 
not so able and it i» argued with some 
force the state therefore should accept a 
certain responsibility. 


The plans of the Harvester and Steel 


people do not embrace the assessing of 
their employes except in the case of the 
Harvester, which state if the employes 
wish to increase the compensation where 
a month's disability occurs or for the tirst 
month they may do so. Otherwise it is 
i:ot the intention to assess the employe*. 


The Harvester corporation 
plans 
in 


brief to pay us follows, condensed by a 
Chicago paper: 


"Here is u condensed statement of the 


company's undertaking: 111 case of death 
three yours' wages will be paid, but not 
less than $l,i"i()0 no: more than $4,000. 
J.,oss of hand or foot, one and one-half 
years' wages will be paid, but not le-s 
tban $500 nor more than $'2,000. 
Loss of 


both hands and feet or one hand and one 
foot, four years' wages, but not less than 
$4,000. Other injuries, one-fourth wages 
during first thirty days of disability; 
one-half wages for tho remainder of the

cern will, if total disability continues

amount not given. The benefits for the 
first thirty days of tho Harvester em- 
ployes may be increased by the employes 
to the amount that would be equalled by 
half the wages previously earned. This 
assessment is lixed as follows:

The Steel corporation provides, says 


this stune paper: 


"For some years, Chairman (inry says, 


the subsidiary companies of the I'nited 
States Steel corporation have been mak- 
ing payments to men injured and to fam- 
ilies of men 
killed, in practically all 


casej without regard to legal linbiliu. 
These payments have amounted to more 
.than $1,000,000 a year. Now a more 
thoroughly 
planned 
insurance system, 


contemplating relief payments for tem- 
porary disablement and for permanent 
injury and indemnity in case of death is 
announced, under \\hich benefits to the 
employes will be increased. The 
pay- 


ments arc entirely voluntary by the cor- 
poration, and the employes are not ex- 
pected to contribute. During temporary 
disablement single men will receive 35 
per cent of their wages and married men 
50 per cent, with an additional 
f> per 


ce:.t for each child under 1C nnd 2 per 
cent for each year of service above live 
years. >"or permanent injuries lump pay- 
ments are provided. These 
are bus"d 


upon the e-tcnt to which each injury in- 
terferes with employment and upon the 
annual earnings of the men injured, 
In 


case men are killed in work accidents, 
their widows and children will receive 
one nr.cl one-half years' wages, with an 
additional 10 per cent for each child un- 
der 16 and tt per cent for ouch year of 
service of the deceased above five years,"

This compensation is not to be 
paid, however, except in cases where the 
victim is disabled for more than two 
weeks. 


"Medical attendance is provided under 


the proposed Wisconsin system. In fatal 
cases where the victim leaves persons 
wholly dependent upon his earnings the 
survivors are to receive an amount equal 
to three years' wages of the dead 
man. 


' The proposed bill requires employes who 


elect to come under the system—the 
compensation bill is optional—to cover 
the risk by insuring either in sni insur- 
ance corporation or in a mutual 
com- 


pany." 


There has been questioning whether or 


not the state should pay a portion of the 
cost fees of insuring, with arguments, it 
is a perfectly proper proceeding for the 
state to assume a fair proportion o.f the 
benefit. 
It is certain that justice would 


require the smaller concerns be aided by 
the state in some practicable form, for 
despite all possible care of employers 
and exercising nil human precautions 
employes will still be injured if not kill 
oil while at their work, and some acci 
dents will occur through other agencies 
than those that can any wise be. attribut- 
ed to employers, on whose premises the 
injuries or fatalities occur. These may 
be caused by contributing agencies from 
other premises or from natural causes.- 


We 
may 
be entering a 
new 
field 


through this industrial insurance, nnd 
accidents hitherto caused, or fatalities 
nnd injuries through carelessness of men 
as to construction, will in the future be 
better safeguarded by safety appliances, 
lire escapes nnd exits, safely constructed 
buildings, machinery with every possible 
care exercised. For this liability of em- 
ployers to be pronounced hy the state is 
not to l*e confined alone to employes, it 
will, if not now, later on, be extended to 
cover and include the public nt Inrge, 
when attending public places of amuse- 
ments and entertained as guests at hos- 
telries, or public lines of transportation 
as to their patrons.

The pardon of Col. Cooper of 'iVnnrssee 


by fiov. Patterson with the action of the 
supreme court in vacating the judgment 
against the younger Cooper, ordering a 
new trial, the supreme court continuing 
the twenty years' sentence of the father, 
has set Tennessee fairly afire with excite- 
ment with men lining up on both sides. 
The Coopers as will be remembered, kill- 
ed Senator Cnrnmck, at least the testi- 
mony said they did, with the governor 
claiming the elder Cooper did none of the 
shooting, 'flie'tronble grew out of a hit- 
ter newspaper quarrel with the senator 
using rather vitriolic stufl' in his paper.

Following the decision 
of the snprCMiie court upon the appeal of 
the two Coopers ror a new trial, which 
decision confirmed the lower courts, but 
releasing the younger Cooper, thnt is va- 
cating the judgment, Gov. Patterson at 
once issued a free pardon. 


JSut us a matter of fact when one has 


considered this matter, the action of the 
governor in releasing Col. Cooper is not 
so very monstrous after all, for had the 
supreme court held on to the actual slay- 
er of the senator, presumed by the evi- 
dence, and verdict to liave been the 
younger Cooper, it is very que-ttionable 
if ()ov. Patterson would have pardoned 
out the. father. 


His own understood explanation is he 


could see no justice injceeping Col. Coop- 
er imprisoned with the son out on bail, 
and in fact really set free, except as to 
the chance of a new trial. 


At any rate murder i? very uncertain 


of punishment, and statistic* show it one 
of the safest crimes to commit, provided 
an r.-laiej, one has a pull, or the cririo is 
committed in such way that detection 
Joes not follow.

Cases of 
ptomaine poisining occur with wonder- 
ment as to the why and we read of mil- 
lions of eggs taken out of th* market and 
placed in this cold storage. In this man 
ncr all varieties of produce are kept and 
dairy products stored, to say nothing of 
meats and poultry, until speculators lare 
ready to put such on the market again. 


It is in this wise some forms of trusts 


have been "enabled to perfectly control 
the markets, and as a contributor to the 
increased living costs, there is no ques- 
tion but what cold storage plays its part. 
It is not saying there should be no cold 
storage, for in these days such is neces- 
sary, but most unquestionably it is high 
time the laws, stepped in and yanked up 
every man found unfairly speculating in 
the necessaries of life. 


In discussing this feature, a prominent 


New York city paper, one of the conserv- 
ative class, the New York Mail, says: 


"In the days before the refrigerating 


plant came into existence the price of 
perishable foods was regulated largely by- 
supply and demand, f'ruits were cheap 
in season and dear out of season, and 
meat, tish. eggs and butter varied in price 
as the supply rose or fell and as the cost 
of keeping varied with the change of sea- 
sons. There are no longer any 'cheap' 
seasons for perishable foodstuffs. Every- 
thing is dour, and it appears that the 
more storage facilities there are the high- 
er the prices climb. 


"The people want to know, and arc go- 


ing to rind out, whether the cold storage 
interests are in any way responsible for 
these conditions. They want to know 
what relations exist between the refrig- 
erating interests and the combinations 
that pack, ship and 'corner' foodstuffs in 
order to control prices. If the cold stor- 
age concerns can show that they hayc 
clean hands, that they are in no combin- 
ations with carriers or distributers to 
prevent competition, and that they arc 
independent of control by other corpora- 
tions in handling the country's food sup- 
ply—let them make the showing. That 
is'iill the people ask, but a showing of 
hands, no matter what it discloses, they 
arc resolved to have." 


Outside Of the speculative feature and 


of price regulation, there is the very vi- 
tal question of the public health. 
Science 


with medical science will probably be 
able to prove perishable products such as 
iru'als of all nature kept .months and 
ev-"n e\lending into years are anything 
but healthy. For however stored pro- 
lucts might act immediately on being 
taken out. such cannot be placed in con- 
sumers' hands and eaten before the quick 
decay had commenced.

One fire escape is in- 


sufficient, there should be one on each 
exposed side of the buildings, for it was 
thus the lives were lost in the last Chi- 
cago lire horror. Upon close examina- 
tion it will very likely be found exits 
arc insufficient or not to bo readily lo- 
cated when needed, perhaps doore too 
small to freely let out a crowd under 
panic conditions. At any rate our Na-

IN NEW YORK 


Something^ wrong somewhere. Now 


the 
Thirty-second New York 
district 


nominally Republican by 10,000 or so, has 
elected a Democratic congressman by a 
little over 5,400. The defeated Republi- 
can, Geo. W. Aldridge, admitted receiv- 
ing $1,000 from a fire insurance agent, 
and claimed he haa turned it over to 
the treasury of the party-organization. 
This candidate was an objectionable par 
ty boss in addition, and these days such 
are repugnant. Aldridge wan cpntesting 
for the seat vacated by the death of 
James B. Perkins. The victor, James 
W. Haven, made a determined fight 
on the tariff. 
The state' insurance 


scandal 
undoubtedly had 
a' 
disas- 


trous effect, but such a very decided 
change of voters must occasion some 
deep reflection among prominent leaders 
of the party. The successful Democrat 
is reported as saying his success is an 
endorsement 
of the policies 
of Gov. 


Hughes, and if this is true, a number of 
other men who have been opposing these 
arc in grave danger of defeat. Whether 
or not the policies of a governor may be 
uppermost' as to success or defeat, is a 
.question assuming form in our politicB, 
for in these days executive policies cer- 
tainly assume an importance unknown 
in the past, rightly or wrongly is for the 
people themselves to decide. At any rate 
this is the first defeat the party has sus- 
tained in this district for the past twen- 
ty-five years. 


This following 
the 
reversal 
in the 


Fourteenth Massachusetts would indicate 
something was wrong to influence such 
adverse results, for the loss of Republi-

about by any small change; but whole- 
sale changes. Yet the disaster in these 
two districts can not be charged by any 
means all to national issues as the tar-

should induce some deeper reflections not 
only at Washington among titular lead- 
ers and others, but in party circles gen- 
erally. The lose of two Republicans and 
in such very strong districts ought to be 
a sounding warning, for the reverse plu- 
ralities were not a few hundreds, but 
thousands. Every true Republican will 
greatly regret these reversals and hope 
more caution may be used and thnt Re- 
publicans will now get together and all 
recriminations, contentions and fulinin- 
utions cease at once.

MIGHT HAVE BEEN BETTERED

It seems in all this tariff 
producing it was largely a matter of 
;rades with some of the men contesting 
'or lower schedules insisting upon the 
3e»t there was to be had for products of 
their ovvn state. 


Mr. Cook being a .Republican candidate 


could better appeal to all Republicans 
alike and make no distinctions. It may 
be only an opinion, but if ho is to have 
the cards with success written thereon, 
the chasm should not be widened wider 
than it already unfortunately i«. Mr. 
Cook is an able man undoubtedly nud 
means weli, but in this coming senator- 
ial contest he will stand stronger and in 
a truer light if he omits any 'further ex- 
pressions of thc"enemy" order. The press 
is not selfish in the light he has pictured, 
for others besides the press and so good 
a man as is the president himself, fought 
hard for lower schedules, on many pro- 
ducts. Then, too, certain interests re- 
taining if not gaining, additional rates, 
well, perhaps these might have had a 
selfish interest. • 


While Mr. Cook strongly endorses the 


tariff board and in this is most com- 
mendable, if he had also as strongly en- 
dorsed for a regular tariff commission, 
it would have come in perhaps some bet- 
ter with his desire for a scientific tariff.

The steamer ha.-, worked further south 


and higher on the beach and in order to 
release her. it will be necessary to dredge 
a channel. Her bow lies in about five 
feet (if water: at the ftern it is S feet 
and on the sides not over i> feet. 
To the 


east a hundred feel is a long sand bar 
with not more than 5 feet of water. 
Whether a sand sucker can dig a chan- 
nel through is doubtful and small tugs 
may'have lu be secured from Chicago to 
get close in un<l work away sand and 
clay with their wheels. 


Not Turned Over. 


A report was in circulation yesterday 


that the (loodrich Transportation Co. had 
turned the boat over to the insurance 
companies, but that is denied. Represen- 
tatives of the underwriters were here 
viewing the steamer and ascertained that 
there was not any damage at all and that 
it was not possible for any ,-ea to pound 
her to pieces while she was imbedded in 
the soft sand and clay. So far as the 
life saving crews could determine, there 
are no rocks within a. hundred and lifty 
feet to the north and south. 


Thousands Vi-iit Scene. 


It is estimated that ten thousand peo- 


ple visited the stranded steamer from 
Saturday noon until last night at eight 
o'clock. They came from Racine, Keno- 
sha, Milwaukee, Waukegan and Chicago.

Clemens will be held in this city tomor- 
row afternoon. 
The body will then be 


taken to Klmira, .V. Y., where it will be 
buried beside those of his wife and chil- 
dren. 


V. A. Duneka. of Harber & Brothers,

said 


that it was the wish of the family that 
the services be as brief as possible.

He would 
go to a coroner's inquest and report pro- 
ceedings after the manner of a society 
wedding, and he .would write up a wed- 
ding in the style of a prize fight. Only 
the ridiculous appealed to him and lie 
warped all his repertorial writings to 
strike that key. 


German Papers Commtnt. 


J3ERLIX, April 22.—Extended appre- 


ciations'of Mark Twain appear in today's 
journals. The Lokal Anzeiger says: 


'"'Not only English speaking people, 


but the whole world of culture grieves 
that he has gone." 


The Berliner Zeitung Am Jfittag, dur- 


ing a two column estimate of Mr. Clem- 
ens' work expressed the opinion that the 
American author was loved in Germany 
more than is the whole body of French 
and English humorists because his hu- 
mor turned fundamentally upon serious 
and earnest conceptions of life. The pap- 
er says that the Americans' works most 
widely read in Germany are 
probably 


those of Emerson and Mark Twain. 


"The American Chaucer."

ard's estimate of Mark Twain's position 
in literature.

FACTS ABOUT HALLEY'S COMET. 
Chicago 
Record-Herald: 
It 
reached 


perihelion—the point in its orbit nearest 
the sun—at 10:30 o'clock standard time 
Wednesday night. 


It is traveling through space with a 


velocity of forty miles a second. 


Its head is over 200.000 miles in diam- 


eter and its tail, which is at its greatest 
length, 
is 
approximately 
300,000,000 


miles long. 


It achieved its maximum brilliance at 


perihelion, but owing to the proximity 
to the sun did not make so fine a display 
i the heavens a* it will later. 
It, will be brightest, so far us the earth 


is concerned, on May 2i), when it may be 


en in the western heavens just after 


sunset. 


From a pcientific standpoint the ap- 


pearance Mhy IS will be the most inter- 
esting. 
In 'ihe evening of that day the 


earth will be whisked through the com- 
et's tail, the earth's atmopphere warding 
off the deadly cyanogen gas. At that 
time the head will be nearest the earth, 
a trifle over 14,000,000 miles away. At- 
tendant phenomenon will he best, observ- 
ed from the islands of the Pacific ocean. 


The nucleus of the comet consists of a 


looxe conglomeration 
of 
matter, 
like 


j rocks, with large interstices. 


The density aaid mass of the comet's 


tail in proportion to its size is extremely 
small, almost too minute to be measured. 
The comet starts without n tail, accum- 
ulating one gradually' as it approaches 
the sun. 


The tnil is not Continuous, scientists 


believe, but is formed anew each second. 


The tail is curved, its curvature do- 


pending upon the relative velocity of the 
matter leaving the head of the comet on 
its course. 


Conflicting theories have been advanc- 


ed to explain why the tail points away 
from the sun, in apparent contradiction 
of the law of gravitation. 
It is assum- 


ed that some electrical force in the sun 
repels the tail. 


The best time to observe tho comet in 


the morning sky will bo from Jlny 10 to 
16, when it will rise in the east, tail first, 
about an hour before sunrise. 


After My 16 it draws toward the sun, 


and after 'May 18 will be. seen in the 
western evening sky, setting after the 
sun. 


Halley's comet is a trifle when com- 


pared with the comet of 1811, which had 
a. head of a million miles in diameter. 
It is not so large as the conv.'t of 1SS2, 
which, with a head 200,000 miles across, 
had a tail 100,000,000 miles long, with a 
spread at the oncl of 20,000,000 miles. 


The course of the comet was firft cal- 


culated by Edward Halley, on English 
astronomer and friend of Sir ^aac New- 
ton, who was born fn 1656. Halley ob- 
served it in 1682, identifying'it with a 
similar visitant seen by Appian in 1531 
and by Kepplcr in 1007. lie predicted 
its reappearance about the end of 17.r)S or 
the beginning of 1750. It was observed 
on Christmas day, 1758, after Halley's 
death. Since then its regular appear- 
ances at intervals of three-quarters of a 
century have been traced, back to 11 B. 
C. The earliest appearance known is 240 
B.C.

The 
familiar frog-hopper which produces the 
so-called cuckoo-spit on KO many of our 
plants belongs to this family of insects. 
A note in' The Field calls attention to 
some interesting observations

subject made by Dr. Annandaie, and con- 
tributed by him to the "Records of the 
Indian Museum." 
Dr. Annandaie, while 


collecting insects in Western Bengal, felt 
what he thought was rain from a clear 
sky 
through the 
foliage of the trees. 


On investigation he found that it fell 
from the leaves, and was due to a species 
of plant-bug, present in enormous num- 
bers.

Professor Lee 
in 
Popular 
Science 


Monthly says: One difficulty which we 
all recognize is that of distinguishing be- 
tween real and pseudo fatigue in our- 
selves or others, and knowing when a 
rational degree of real fatigue has been 
reached. Even the physiologist in his la- 
boratory, however exact he may be with 
•the muscles of animals, has no method 
of measuring accurately the degree of 
fatigue in the intact body of a human 
being. Our sensations are not altogeth- 
er a safe guide. 
We often interpret a 


temporary sleepiness, a temporary lack 
of power of attention and uneasiness to 
be free from our task, as signs of real 
weariness and evidence that we should 
stop our labors. Yet we know that often 
a slight change of conditions will seem 
to give us renewed energy, the feeling of 
fatigue is gone and we 
turn 
with 


freshness to our task; our supposed fa- 
tigue was only an illusion.
